HE WAS MURDERED. 


Archie McNeill, the Correspondent, Met 
His Death by Foul Play. 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—The post mortem 
examination has been made of the body 
of Archie McNeill, who went to France 
to report the Kilrain-Smith prize fight, 
and who Wf» found dead on the beach 
at Boulegne.^- The doctors agree that he 
met his death by foul play, and that he 
was thrown into the water while he was 
yet alive, though in an unconscious con- 
dition. 


DROPPED DEAD. 


Henry Boms, an Impoverished Invalid, 
Dies Suddenly in His Boom on 
Colnmbia Street. 


There is a sad case of destitution on 
the third floor of H. Gerardin's building, 
on Columbia street, known as the At- 
lantic Ghurden 
Unfortunately similar 
cases probably exist at many other 
places in this city, but are not so forci- 
bly brought to light as in this instance. 
The case referred to is in the family of 
Henry Bums, who is also known by the 
name of Doyle. He is a member of Sion 
S. Bass Post No. 40, G- A. R., in good 
Btandiog. 
He was in ill health for a 
year past and was unable to do hard 
manutd labor for a longer period. Some 
time since he had an attack of lung fever 
and was attended by Dr. Dinnen, the 
county physician. Last night he left 
his home to attend a poet meeting, but 
returned half an hour later, complaining 
of feeling badly. He went to bed, but 
could not rest. About 8:30 this morn- 
ing he sat up in bed and asked his wife 
to prepare a chair for him to sit in. As 
she was complying with his request he 
fell over backwards and in a few minutes 
was dead. Coroner Stellhom was noti- 
fied and he held an inquest, but has not 
yet returned a verdict. It is probable, 
however, that the immediate cause of 
death was heart disease. 


The deceased leaves a wife and four 
small children. Mrs. Bums is a hard- 
working woman, and took in washing 
and, in fact, did all sorts of work to con- 
tribute to the support of her family. 
They received $4 per month from the G. 
A. R., and by the aid of this and her 
earnings managed to exist, and their life 
has been a mere existence, too, for a 
year. 


The funeral will probably be held 
under the auspices of Sion 8. Bass post, 
and the direction of the townahip trus- 
tee.

KOTED EKGLISH VFRECKS. 


It is safe to say that in the two cen- 
times during which the British Navy 
has had any formidable existence it has 
paid far heavier tvibuie both in ships 
and lives to winds and waves than 
to the force of all its human opponents. 
In 1545 the Mary Kose, of the Royal 
Navy, was capsized in a sqtiall oflf Spit- 
head and all on board perished. 
A 
gap of nearly a century arid a half, and 
then we have the loss of her majesty's 
ship Hardwich, seventy guns, with 
hands. 


The year 1703 proved most disas- 
trous, for on the night of Nov. 26, the 
Royal Navy lost no fewer than eighty 
ships of sixty and seventy guns each, 
and on a moderate computation nearly 
five thousand men, all on the south and 
east coasts. 
Only four years later Sir 
C. Shovel and his ship, with several 
others, were lost on the Scilly 
Isles, 
with all on board—his own vessel, the 
Association, alone having a crew of 800 
men. 


In 1703 the Victoria, 100 guns, was 
lost off Alderney with her whole crew. 
In October, 
1780, fifteen vessels, in- 
cluding three of the line and several 
frigates and smaller vessels were lost 
with their crews, which must have 
numbered again close on five thousand 
men, in a great storm in the West In- 
dies. 
Only two years later came the 
memorable 
cap.sizing of the Royal 
George and the loss of 000 lives, and in 
the same year the Ville de Paris, 110 
guns, and the Glorieux, 74:, two of Ad- 
miral Rodneys prizes, and the Cen- 
taur, 74, were lost in the West Indies. 


In ITb,") the loss of an East Indiaman 
off Dublin Bay, with 147 lives, is re- 
ported. 
A ferryboat in the Menai 
straits capsized in 1785 and sixty lives 
were lost, while in 1786 another East 
Indiaman was lost with 386 persons. 
In October, 1799, a war ship of thirty- 
two guns, named La Latine, captured 
from the French with an enormous sum 
on board in money and bullion, was 
lost off Hieland, on the coast of Hol- 
land. 
The Dutch i^overnment claimed 
the wreck, but allowed one-third of 
what they recovered to the sailors. 
The work went on at intervals for many 
years, and at the end of 1859 almost 
£100,000 had been recovered, while at 
least ten times that amount was esti- 
mated to still remain under the sea. 


The East India trade seems to have 
suffered largely, for there were lost the 
Hartwell, Winterton, Royal Charlotte, 
Queen, Rangalore, Hindostán, Nauti- 
lus, Abergavenny, and Ganges, to- 
gether with many hundreds of lives and 
immense wealth, up to 1807. 
Trans- 
ports, of course, are, as a rule, heavily 
loaded with human freight, and wher 
accident overtakes them the result is 
terrible. 
In 1800 tlie Queen transport 
was lost with 369 lives; in 1805 the 
Eneas, with 340 lives; in the same year 
the Aurora, with 300; and in 1816 the 
Seahorse, with 365 lives; the 
Har- 
pooner, with 200 lives, and the Lord 
Mehálle and Boadicea, with 200 lives. 


During the earlier years of England 
there were many grievous disasters in 
the Royal Navy, which was then, of 
course, in constant active service. 
The 
most serious of these were on the 17th 
of March, 1800, when the Queen Char- 
lotte, 110 guns, was burned in the 
Mediterranean and 673 persons per- 
ished: and on the 24th of December, 
1811, when the St. George, 98 guns, 
and the Defence, 74 
guns, 
were 
stranded on the coast of Jutland and 
nearly 2,000 men were drowned. 
From 
this time till 1847, a period of nearly 
forty years, the Royal Navy seems to 
have been free from disasters of the 
first magnitude, but in that year came 
the loss of her majesty's ship Avenger, 
off the north coast of Africa, and 200 
lives; followed in 1852 by the loss of 
the troopship Birkenhead, at Simon's 
Bay, South Africa, by which sad affair 
454 soldiers and seamen were sacrificed; 
and in 1854 by the foundering of the 
troopship Lady Nugent and the loss ol 
400 souls. 


A great storm in the Black Sea dur- 
ing the Crimean war created 
great 
havoc amid all classes of British ship- 
ping and involved the loss of 500 lives. 
In February, 1863, her majesty's steam- 
ship Orjiheus was lost on the coast ol 
Nev/ Zealand with 190 lives. 
In 1870 
her majesty's steamship Captain, the 
first of the turret-ships sent to sea, 
went down during a storm in the Bay 
of Biscay and nearly all onboard, num- 
bering about 500, perished. 
The fear- 
ful record, so far as the Royal Navy is 
concerned, may be said to close with 
the capsizing of her majesty's steamship 
Eurydice and the loss of 300 lives ik 
1868.

de other man 'grees to pay him in 
chickens, ole clothes or, money."—Mil-

tinued to do his official duty and a fel- 
low policeman interfered. 
This man 
said I 
was a German and shook his 
head in opposition to the kindness be- 
ing shown me. 
I protested, but it was 
no use till I said "American." 
Then I 
was slapped on the shoulder and all 
was well. 
Thus, it is seen that this 
disposition to strike at England and 
Germany even pervades the gendar- 
merie of PftriB.—JSo«

Whitsuntide, occurring after Easter, 
gets only a religious observance. Long 
ago in England the descent of the Holy 
(rhost, the meaning oi the festival, was 
dramatized and the 
"Whitsun Mys- 
teries" were enacted with sjiow and 
splendor. 
These mysteries were al- 
lotted among the difierent trades-peo- 
ple and craftsmen for enactment, the 
carpenters having one scction of the 
general pageant to represent, the mer- 
chants another, the tanners a third, and 
so on. 


Shrove Tuesday is a feast-day cele- 
brated only in the Southern cities of the 
United States, and having been made 
fashionable may be in danger of losing 
hearty observance by the people. 
In 
the North, in Catholic and Episcopal 
families, pancakes are cooked, and that 
is all that is done in remembrance of 
the day. 
In olden times on lenten days 
a straw figure to 
represent 
Judas 
Iscariot was cai-ried through the streets 
and burned at night, a custom now ex- 
tinct. 


In New Orleans and throughout the 
South that grand old king of the cal- 
endar, twelfth night, still gets his an- 
nual cake. 
Out in the country, where 
the deep mawed hearths are stuffed 
with 
pine-knots, 
there 
are 
many 
twelfth-night parties, where hot gombo 
and deliciously dripped coffee, a sweet 
rusk, or loaf-cake with a ring in it and 
all the viands. 
In the city it is a day 
or rather a night choson for a grand 
ball, presided over by the lord of mis- 
rule. 


Once on a time nothing was so sweet 
to common folks as the observance of 
May day, but now the 
flower-crowned 
pole, with all its gay ribbons and 
wreaths, has shrunk to a skoleton, and 
the May day fastivals and May dances 
are no more spontaneous, but are only 
to be seen on the stage or at scarcely 
less theatrical school exhibitions. 


St. Bartholomew's day goes by un- 
known, but the harvest-home usages 
are remembered in many American 
churches, where a harvest festival is 
observed. 
The church will be deco- 
rated with all manner of produce 
from pumpkins to black-eyed peas 
and the pastor preaches a sort of thanks- 
giving sermon. 


Lammas day is the 1st of August. 
On that day in olden times it was the 
lovely custom to give loaves of bread, 
made of the new wheat, 
from the 
church steps. 
This custom is still pre- 
served in many English churches, par- 
ticularly in London. 


St. Crispin's day is October 25. 
On 
this day the orphans from the asylums 
sit at the cemeterj- gates, pleading for 
alms for the asylums and hospitals, a 
pretty, modern arrangement of the old 
custom of going a-begging for souls' 
cakes on that day, or going a-soulir.g, 
as it was called. 


The 1st of March i^ a Welsh fete day 
in honor of St. David, and on that day 
all good Welshmen are wont to wear 
a leek on their hats. 


St. Patrick's day is celebrated wher- 
ever Irishmen ai e to be found, and that 
means the world over, almost.
